A Towser of Gold 

Aécording to a lew promulgated tn 
Germany in 1871, the $30,000,000 
which France paid in indemnity to the 
Prussians the previcus year was 
guarded in the Tower of July at Span- 
dau, the famou  foriress situated 
eight miles from Berlin. Besides 
this amoun; of money, definitely set 
aside, 1s a quantity of gold in resery» 
for commercial panics. In order to 
safeguard sucu a massive s.ore great 
precautions have been taken for the 
last 42 years. The money is kept on 
two floors of the fortress and is packed 
In 1200 oaken chests. Each chest 
contajng $26,000 in goid, The inviol- 
ability of these chambers is secured 
in the following manner: They have 
triple doors with various lock», whose 
keys are held by certain officials of the 
Minietry of War, and these keys each 
open one door, so that no one offi- 
cial is ever able to enter alonc. The 
clamps of the chests are sealed and 
stamped in such a way that it is not 
possible for them to be tampered with 
without danger of instant discoyery. 
Moveoyer, the welght of each sack and 
chest Is regis‘ered.

up. For seven months the party liv- 
od in the cave of snow and ice, on ta- 
tions sufficient for only one month. 
There were six men altogether, under 
Lieut. Campbell, and they used blub- 
ber for evérything—food, Nght and 
fuel. When found, their ice cave was 
as black as a coal mine wi‘h carbon, 
and so were the men, 

When Lieut. Campbel: visited the 
exhibition he remarked to Lord Chey- 
lesmore that he shivered when he 
looked upon the realistic reproduction 
of the igloo, which brought back to 
him mind so vividly those terrible 
long seven monits. 

Among other relics might be men- 
tioned the theodolite which fixed the 
position of the south Pole, the cam- 
era with which photograptgs of the 
Pole were taken, .le¢ging ernon: 
eter and compass, a repair bag, a 
lamp made from an e.npty tin to 
burn a mixtur of vaseline and spirit, 
a typewriter, several sleeping bags, 
skis of Capt. Scoti, Lieut. Bowers and 
Dr. Wilson, ané an Instrument box 
which Captain Scott and his party 
used on the return from the Pole. 

The .2nt of death is perhaps the 
most striking of the relics. It is the 
inner lining only, the outer covering 
having been used as u pall for the 
bodies—a tiny structure hardly, to all 
appearances, fit shelter against the 
Antarctic blizzard.

The Canadian High Comm.zsloner 
surprised the representative of the 
Daily Chronicle who inquired how he 
would observe his centenary seven 
years hence, in answering that he 
would do so by keeping at work as 
usual. 

I never take notice of the day, oth- 
erwise, said Lord Strathcona. To- 
day, I have a little --ore work than 


usual. 
The reply is characteristic of the 
man. The High Commissioner sat

brows like those of a man of fifty. 

I have been connected with the Do- 
minion of Canada for three-quarters 
of a century, he said. It has, in- 
deed, become a very great country, 
but nothing to what it is destined to 
become. In the next quarter of a 
century I believe it will have a popu- 
lation exceeding that of the United 
Kingdom and perhaps more. It has 
everything required to make a great 
patien. Nevertheless, I am convinc- 
ed that it will always remain indissolu- 
bly allied to the mother country. Can- 
ada is proud of its connection with the 
empire.

By not thinking of old age, but just 
going stead!ly on with work that one 
is doing, being patient and not ina 
flurry.
